All the forces of the enemy, Enst of the Mis-
sissippi River, baving been duly surrendered,
by the proper Commmnding Officers, to the
United States,, under agreements of parele and
disbundment, anid there being now no author-
ized troops of the enemy East of the Mississip-
pi River, it is

Ordered, That from and after the 1st day of
June, 1845, any and all persons found in arms
against the United States, or who may commit
acts of hostility ngainst it, East of the Missis-
sippi River, will be regarded as Guerillas, and
punished with death,

The strict enforeement ani execution of this
order iy especially enjoined upon the Com-
manding Officers of all United Siates forces
within the Territorial limits to which it applies,

By this urder, those persons are regarded as
Outinws and Guerilias, who, by foree of arms,
resist the soldiers of the United States in the
discharge of their duties —as has been done in
Anderson, Pickens and Union Districts—or
who forcibly seize Government property, as has
been done in this and other Districts.
